VLADIVOSTOK FLEET SAILS. 


Ttlng Tau, May 28.—The whole Rus¬ 
sian fleet Is assembled near Woo Sung, 
and the German squadron at Tslng Tau 
Is preparing for eventuailllsa 
The report from T^lng Tau, the port 
of the German concession at Klso- 
chau. Shantung peninsula* Is In all 
probability a magnified version of the 
dispatch of the Associated Press from 
Shanghai yeeterday saying that It was 
preditably reported there that certain 
RusslfiLn vessels had arrived at the 
mouth of the Tangste river yesterday 
afternoon. Both Woo Sung and Shang¬ 
hai are situated on branches of the 
Tangste river. Five steamers of the 
Russian volunteer fleet, three colliers 
and one Rusalafi cruiser were the ves¬ 
sels reported to have arrived off the 
Tangste river. Later the cruiser put 
to sea and three of the volunteer fleet 
vessels went to Woo Sung. It Is quite 
probable that the Chinese ashore ex¬ 
aggerated this report Into a statement 
that the whole Russian fleet was as¬ 
sembling off Woo Bung. No nswi has 
been received from any other point 
tending to alter the facts cabled to 
the Associated Prcsos frorn Shanghai, 
and there Is xk> doubt that If the Rus¬ 
sian fleet really had assembled off Woo 
Sung suoh Important news would have 
been flashed from Shanghai, which Is 

only eleven miles south of that place.

Bussian Fleet Divided. 


Shanghai, May 26, Noon, There are 
Indications that Roar Admiral Rojeat- 
vensky has divided hls fleeL Seven¬ 
teen vessels of the Baltic fleet anchored 
at Saddle Islands last night. It Is 
now believed that they coaled there 
and that from that point they will 
proceed north. 

London, ^lay 26.—A dispatch to 
Lloyds from Shanghai under to-day’s 
date says it is reported there, and gen- 
erally beheved. that several Russian 
wsir ves.*»els have arrived off the Sad¬ 
dle Islands, a group of twenty-five 
small islands situated about sixty 
miles southeast of Shanghai. The dis¬ 
patch adds that three vessels of the 
Russian volunteer fleet, the Vladimir, 
VoroneJ and Taroslav, and three col¬ 
liers. Livonia, Natsoor and Curonla, 

are anchored off Shanghai.

The Cable Interrupted. 


London, May 26.—The Great North¬ 
ern Telegraph Company reports that 
the Che Foo-Shanghai cable la Inter¬ 
rupted. The Interruption of the Che 
Foo-6hanghal cables does not neces¬ 
sarily mean that the line has been tam¬ 
pered with by either of the belligerents, 
nor would the cutting of It Interrupt 
communication between Che Foo and 
Shanghai, since a German cable runs 
from Che Poo to Tslngtau and from 

Tslngtau direct to Shanghai.

ATTEMPT TO RUIN BRIDGE. 


RexnindB the Russians of a Previous 
Japanese Attack. 

St. Petersburg, May 26.—The daring 
attempt of the Japanese, on May 23, 
to cut the railroad and blow up the 
bridge over a tributary of the Tung- 
♦llao, twenty miles south of the Russian 
main Une from Kuonchengtsu to Kliin, 
which are now connected by fleld rail¬ 
road. bears a striking resemblance to 
the blowing up of the bridge over the 
Kalnskolr rtver. 180 miles north of 
Mukden, by MaJ. Nanganuma, of the 
Japanese army. Just before Field Mar¬ 
shal Oyama undertook the advance 
against Oen. Kuropatkln at Mukden. 
Another parallel of the raid of May 23 
occurred while Oen. Rennenkampf’s 
First cavalry recently was working 
furound the Japanese left south of Fak- 
oman, just as Nanganuma’s exploit co¬ 
incided with Gen. Mlstchenko’s raid on 
New ChwaJig In September last. Ac¬ 
cording to reports, the raid of May 33 
w'as launched from Mongolia.

MAKING CLEAN SWEEP 

OF DISORDERLY HOUSES. 


Jewish Crusaders Continue To Wreck 
Things While the Cossacks 
Merely Laugh. 


Warsaw, May 26.—The demolition of 
disorderly houses by the JewMsh Social¬ 
ist organization called the Bund con¬ 
tinues to-day unchecked throughout 
the city. The Jews and Christians 
joined forces this morning and ore 
w*orklng together to make a clean 
sweep. They ore not only wrecking 
disorderly houses, but private apart¬ 
ments where women ha^-e been living 
under the protection of aristocratic per¬ 
sonages. Occupants of the premises 
attacked fled and are In hiding. The au¬ 
thorities remain Indifferent. Cossacks 
and gendarmes look on as amused 
spectators and the police are not to be 
seen.

SOME IMPORTANT CAMPAIGNS. 


FOR GOV. FRANCIS IN AUTOMO¬ 
BILE ACCIDENT. 


Thrown In Front of a Street Car In 
Cincinnati* Sustaining Cuts 
and Bruises. 


Cincinnati, O., May 26.—TSpeclal.)— 
Former Gov. D. R. Francis, of Mis¬ 
souri, and president of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition Oompany, with 
President J. B. Forgan. First National 
Bank, Clilcago. and Percy Procter, of 
the Procter & Gamble Soap Company, 
met with an automobile accident at 
5:30 o’clock this afternoon. In which 
all had a narrow escape from death, 
and Mr. Francis sustained a severely 
sprained ankle, with scratches and 
bruises about the head, face and body. 
He was thrown like a rocket from the 
machine In front of a Gilbert avenue 
car. which was stopped within a few 
feet of him by a coolheaded motor- 
man. The accident was the result of 
Mr. Procter’s attempt to turn hls ma-’ 
chine to avoid a wagoq. The wheels 
struck the car tracks, tossing Mr. 
Francis out. He was taken to the 
Grand Hotel, where hls Injuries were 
dressed, while he Laughingly chided 
the doctor for hurting him. He was 
unable to hear Secretary Taft’s speech 
at the Quern CMty Club to-night on 
the ocoasHon of the twenty-fifth anni¬ 
versary of the Cincinnati Commercial 
Club, the oelebratlon of which he Is 
attending. 

ONL! A PARDON 


Washington. May 26.—[Special.)—The 
President Is said to be weakening on 
the extra session proposition. He has 
not told any of hls callers that he Is 
willing to allow the judgment of Con¬ 
gress to Interfere with on early session, 
but It Is undoubtedly true that he is 
hearing with a great deal more pa¬ 
tience than heretofore suggestions that 
Congress meet on Its constitutional 
date In December. 

Since adjournment nearly' every 
member of Congress who has called at 
the White House has advised the Pres¬ 
ident against an extra session. They 
have told him that the railroad ques¬ 
tion is not of such great Importance 
that a month or two difference In time 
will materially affect the situation: 
that If a bill Is passed It might as well 
become law' In January as November, 
Even those who claim to agree with the 
President, and there are not many of 
these, tell him that It will not be a 
backdown on hls part to wait until 
December to start the fight for the 
passage of a bill. Should he not be 
satisfied with what Congress does, he 
Is told by the railroad legislation agi¬ 
tators that he can hold Congress In 
session next spring through the threat 
of an extra session then. In addition 
to all these come the fall campaigns. 
There are several State elections of Im¬ 
portance, and especially In Ohio and 
Massachusetts the campaign managers 
will insist upon having at their dis¬ 
posal the serxices of the Republican 
congresslonaJ leaders. It Is realize^ 
that the average Republican orator Is 
not going to be able to explain to the 
people the Indorsement of the present 
tariff system In the light of the canal 
purchase order. 

It will require some degrree of ability 
to hold the voters In Une for a policy 
which the Administration Itself repu¬ 
diates.

It Is generally bellex’ed In Washing¬ 
ton now that the President has been 
persuaded that an extra session Is not 
justified by existing conditions. The 
fact, howex’er, that he has announced 
so repeatedly thst he Intends to cal\ 
an extra session deters him from tak¬ 
ing the back track. This. It Is de¬ 
clared. will be hailed by many as on 
Indication that the President has be¬ 
come convinced by the Senate Commit¬ 
tee hearings that he was In error In 
demanding drastic railroad legislation^ 
and w'lll not be Insistent upon It. Very 
naturally many believe the President, 
having taken such an advanced step, 
cannot now hesitate, and must, there¬ 
fore, proceed with the extra session 
programme. 

Senator Dolllver. of Iowa, was among 
those who advised the President 
against an extra session to-day. 

Representative Foster, of Vermont, 
who Is In the city, says: 

”If I find that the President contem¬ 
plates calling Congress In session after 
the middle of October, or along early in 
November, I shall urge him as strongly 
as I know how to give up the Idea and 
permit Congress to handle railroad rate 
and other legislation at the regular ses¬ 
sion. The four or five w’eeks that 
would be saved over the time for the 
regular session could be just as easily 
made up at the end of the regular ses¬ 
sion. 1 feel confident that when the 
President thinks It all over he will find 
few udvantanres In an extra session un¬ 
less It Is called about October 1. and 
even at that time It would be doubtful 
whether any better or more satisfac¬ 
tory legislation w’ould be enacted than 
If the whole thing should be Intrusted 
to the regular session.”

Temporary Injunction Is Granted 
Against Directors of Equitable 
On Franklin B. Lord's 
Motion. 


New York, May 26.—The motion of 
Franklin B. Lord, which sought to re¬ 
strain the directors of the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society from mutualiz¬ 
ing the company, was granted to-day 
by Justice Maddox in the Supreme 
Court in Brooklyn, In granting the 
motion Justice Maddox said after re¬ 
viewing the facts In the cose: 

“The motion therefore Is granted, but 
It la limited to the filing and effectua¬ 
tion of such proposed amended charter, 
for It appears that such contemplated 
amendment has been adopted and ex¬ 
ecuted by the Board of Directors.” 

The Injunction against the mutuali¬ 
sation of the Society Is to be in force 
only pending the trial of the action, 
w'hlch also involves the same question. 

In 'hls declolon Justice Maddox sus¬ 
tained the contention that the Equitable 
stockholders never had a chance to 
vote on the mutualization plan, and re¬ 
jects as of no merit the suggestion 
made In court by counsel for James 
H, Hyde that the assent of a majority 
of the stock was sufficient, ex'en If no 
stockholders’ meeting had been held. 
The Justice quoted from former judicial 
decisions to the effect that the Equita¬ 
ble was a stock, not n membership 
corporation, and that pollcyholdeTs are 
not members of the company. To de¬ 
prive the owner of slock of the right 
to vote for the management of the 
company. Jusdoe Maddox said, might 
be the same as depriving him of hls 
property. The Justice did not express 
an opinion as to the ownership of the 
company’s surplus further than to suy 
that w'hatever right. If any, the stock¬ 
holders have to the surplus must await 
the compsny’a final distribution, while 
the policyholder's right la dependent 
upon hls poilcy and its continuance 
and must be determined by the terms 
of the policy.

Mr. Murphy bid him good-bye said: 
“Murphy, I am awfully sorry about 
this on account of your wife, but 1 
guess you will have to go. If I had 
anything else to give you. though, com¬ 
mensurate w'lth the place. I would 
cheerfully do so." 

Murpby replied that he only wished 
he had. The President thought a mo¬ 
ment and said: "Your case reminds me, 
Murphy, that the Consul General of 
Bordeaux is dead. Now, It Is an Im¬ 
portant place, pays well, and I will 
want a good man to fill It. I will look I 
It up, and if there are no complications, 
will give It to you.” 

Mr. Murphy thanked the President 
and left the White House. Two hourn 
afterward Secretary Loeb telephoned 
him that he hod been appointed Consul 
General to Bordeaux. 

Mr. Murphy Is a good man and a 
good Democrat.

In spite of the supreme effort made 
to convict the Democratic party 
in Louisville of conspiracy to 
deny voters their right of suffrage 
at the last general election, a jury com¬ 
posed of Republicans and Democrats 
yesterday brought In the following ver¬ 
dict In the alleged election conspiracy 
cares: 

“We. the jury, find the defendants 
not guilty.” 

A small crowd In the District Court 
room of the Federal Court heard this 
verdict read by Deputy Clerk Henry F. 
C^ssln yesterday afternoon, as rendered 
by the Jury In the trial of the four 
policemen and ten negroes, charged 
with being In a conspiracy to prevent 
legal voters from voting at the last 
general election In the 'Thirteenth pre¬ 
cinct of the Ninth ward. Policemen 
Thomas J. Connell Dennis J. Nehan, 
Daniel Sexton and John J. Tierney sat 
side by side facing the Judge. Immedi¬ 
ately In their rear sat the ten negro 
defendants. King Tyler, Henry Jones. 
Pleas Taylor, William LawTion, Buddie 
Pry, Zealand Brown, Morion Brown, 
George Wilson, Robert Elliott and John 
Hall. 

Some friends wrere shaking hands 
with the policemen and offering their 
congmtalatlons w'hen Judge Havana 
rapped for order. As silence reigned 
the court turned toward the jury and 
remarke<i: 

"(Gentlemen of the Jury. R 1* to be 
hoped that no harm will result from 
this remarkable verdict. You are now 
excused.” 

As th^e words were spoken a ripple 
of confusion flllod the room. Bind a rap 
for order was mode. The jury w'as told 
to pass out quietly, and the Judge then 
asked the attorneys for the Govern¬ 
ment and the defendants if thsy had 
anything to say. ’The answer came 
from both sides that they had no re¬ 
marks to make. ’The court then an¬ 
nounced that all the defendants oould 
go with the exception of William Law'- 
son and Pleas Taylor, who were 
charged wlUi perjury and would be 
tried at the next term of court. 

In working up their case, the Repub¬ 
licans brought one of the best sscret 
service men In the East to Louisville to 
secure evidence for the prosecution. 

The ccniniry was scoui^ for witness¬ 
es, some being brought here from New 
York. Tw'o negro women, witnesses for 
the Republicans: were kept In jail for 
months and paid $1 a day each by the 
Government while they were In Jail. 
The prosecution overlooked no point to 
secure a conviction. The Jury w'as made 
up of Republicans and T^mocrats sum¬ 
moned outside of Jefferson county, and 
at no time. It la said, did any member 
consider a verdict of guilty after the 
cose went to them. 

The jury was out four and a bnif 
hours, but the members were not con¬ 
sidering the verdict all that lima The 
Instructions of the court were given 
the jur>' soon after court convened In 
the morning. At 10:30 o’clock the Jury 
look the case and retired for delibera¬ 
tion. About noon Judge Evans, re¬ 
calling that he had forgotten to Instruct 
the jury thoroughly os to the qualifica¬ 
tion of a voter In Kentucky, that is. 
that a voter had to have hls certificate 
< of registration, he sent for hls lustruc- 
I tions and made the necessary oltera- 
tlon-

Attorneys Satisfled. 


A Judge Dies Suddenly. 

New York. May 26.—Charles H. Van 
Brunt, Presiding J-ustloe of the appel. 
late division of the New’ York State Su¬ 
preme Court, died suddenly In the street 
to-day. 


The attorneys on both sides refused 
to make any statement In regard to 
the verdict. The faces of the attorneys 
for the defense Indicated that they 
w'ere thoroughly satisfled with the var- 
dlrt. though former Gov.

Gentlemen, for nearly six days the re¬ 
spective parties Interested In this trial 
wore engaged In offering their testimony 
In the case. 1 might comment upon It. 
and might. Indeed, offer my opinion upon 
It, though were I to do so you would not 
In anywise be bound'either by such com¬ 
ments or such expression of my opinion 
upon the evidence, because you are the 
sole and only judges of the weight and 
credibility of the testimony heard In this 
case, and you alone must determine what 
part of It la to be believed and what 
TMirt of It. If any. Is to be disbelieved. 
Where there Is a conflict It Is your doty 
to reconcile it If you nan, but In sny 
event, as 1 have stated, you are the 
sole Judgefl of tt. both as in Its weight 
and as to Its credibility.

Philadelphia. May 26 —’The sltunlton 
is gniwlng brighter every minute." said 
Mayor Weaver late this afternoon when 
asked what progress he was making In 
his effort to defeat the extension of the 
lease of the city gas works. He would 
not give flgures. nor go Into other de¬ 
tails. but contented himself with saying 
he had received assurances from many 
Councllmcn who had voted for the lease 
last wef-k that they would support him 
In his veto. Leaders of the Republican 
organization which Is advocating the 
lease continue to remain silent. Theie 
are, however, signs that some of the 
Counctimen are breaking away under 
tremendous presstire of ihelr constliu- 
eots. and will probably go along with 
the Mayor. The all-alMorblng paint of 
Interest is whether the Ma>'or willl suc¬ 
ceed In getting enough to defeat the bill 
when It shall come up next *rhur?day 
for passage over his veto. The organi¬ 
zation still stands on its statement that 
11 will pass the ordinance In spite of 
his disapproval. The record up to this 
evening shows that the Mayor has ten 
Select Councllmen and twenty members 
of Common Council with him. In Se¬ 
lect Council there are forty-tn»o mem- 
bet's. To pass the ordinance over the 
Mayor's veto the organization needs 
twenty-six votes and the Mayor seven¬ 
teen to sustain him. Ttie membership 
of Common Council Is eighty-four. Here 
the organization needs fifty-one and the 
Mayor thirty-four. 


Striking At a Vital Spot 


Fort Worth. Texas. May 26.—The 
forty-flfih genpral assembly of the 
Southern Presbyterian church ad¬ 
journed this afiemixin. Moderator 
Plunkett declared the convention dls- 
Sidved at o:20 o’clock, and at the same 
time called the next sesBlon to meet 
:\i Greenville, S. C.. at 11 a, in. on the 
third Tuesday in May, 1»06. 

The discussion of the question of 
federation with other branches of the 
church was long drawn out. and when 
the end came It was as far from a final 
settlement as at any time during the 
debate which preceded the vole. There 
Is an Irreconcilable element In the 
church that forcefully manifested It¬ 
self which Is Opposed to federation, and 
there Is an element slightly Btronger 
that favors It, but nelttiier side could 
muster the necessary strength to defi¬ 
nitely settle the matter. In the end 
the question by a vole of ninety-three 
to elghly-one was merely referred back 
to Its committee, to which were added 
three more members. The commit¬ 
tee was Instruelod to bring another 
plan of federation before the next as¬ 
sembly. 

An amendment offered by Dr. Eu¬ 
gene Daniel, to the federation commit¬ 
tee's report discontinuing the quesiion 
of federation, was lost, and his substi¬ 
tute amendment that the general as¬ 
sembly should declare Its Inability 
to accept the pdiin of federation out¬ 
lined by the joint conference commit¬ 
tee at Pittsburg, Pa., last January, w.-is 
also lost. 

The vote on the question of union 
was a close one. Four ballots \vere 
taken before a decision w'as reached, 
the last one being Uiken by calling the 
roll, when the vote stood ninety-three 
to eighty-ono In favor of the report of 
the committee which, however, was 
Insufficient for final settlement.

Breathitt county by a posse of revenue 
men,

ever discovered In the mountains of 
KentAacky was destroyed. The operat¬ 
ors escaped. The raid was made by 
Deputy Collector J. L. McCoy, accom¬ 
panied by United States Deputy Mar- 
Hhals W. M. Mays, Euifene Oarrett, O, 
W. Bowman and Haydon Reynolds 
The distillery consisted of two copper 
stills, one with a capacity of elghty- 
flve gallons and the other of slxty-flve 
gaJIons, both full of boiling beer, and 
singlings were running through copper 
worms. About twenty large ferment¬ 
ers were also found, which contained 
about 3,000 gallons of beer and maah. 

The moonshiners operating the still 
were notified of the approach of the 
revenue men by the bark of a dog, 
which was closely followed by the fir¬ 
ing of three shots from a revolver. 
After the poaso had proceeded to with¬ 
in 200 yards of the distillery two other 
shots were fired, and when the officers 
reached the headquarters of the moon¬ 
shiners it was deserted, the men leav¬ 
ing their pistols and dinner palls and 
some of their clothing. 

Deputy McCoy arrived here this 
morning fresh from the raid, and an¬ 
nounced that he would moke another 
search ne;Kt week In an effort to find 
the men running the distillery.

As tho 
diiy is a general holiday a large crowd 
U expected. 


CONTEXT—After the cry of the mob 
preferring Barabbas (Chap xvlll: 40.) 
Jesus was delivered to tho soldiers, 
who put a crown of thorns on his head, 
array^ Him In a purple robe, and 
mocked Him os a King. In this condi¬ 
tion he was brouglit forth to the mul¬ 
titude by Pilate, who doubtless expect¬ 
ed to excite pity In the hearts of Ills 
enemies. But the clamor arose as be¬ 
fore, "Crucify Him, Crucify Him,** ac¬ 
companied by the assertion that Ho 
made himself the Son of God, for which 
blasphemy He ought to die. Alarm at 
this ^atement, Pilate wlihdrc-w with 
his prisoner to the Judgment hall, and 
earnestly sought to find some ground 
for release. Falling, however, to pacify 
the S)eople, Pilate once more brought 
Jesus before them, eaylng, "Behold 
your King.** But they cried out, saying 
they had no king but Ceosar, thus re¬ 
linquishing all their Messianic hopes. 
Overcome by these persistent demands, 
Pilate at length yielded and gave Che 
sentence of death. 

THE PLACE.—Wrth the refinement 
which the (Kristian religion Inculcnies, 
the evangelists have given very meager 
account of the crucifixion. One must 
turn to profane history for the horrid 
details of this brutal mode of punish¬ 
ment Infilcted by the Romans and other 
Eastern peoplea Passing out of the 
city by the wostem gate, Jesus was 
followed by a motley crowd, the soldiers 
and the slaves (the executioners) mov¬ 
ing on In an orderly way; the chief 
prleets. who had Instlgatcsl the arrest, 
no| far distant; the noisy multitude, 
some before, some Milnd, delighting in 
cruelty; a few women his truest friends, 
making loud demonstratlona of grief; 
and at least one of the apoetlea. Tw’o 
thieves were also led forth to expiate 
their Crimea. (Matt, xxvll., 38). The 
prooesslon halted upon a slight eleva¬ 
tion, familiarly calkd "the place of 
skull," known In Hebrew as Golgotha 
(verse 17), and In Latin Calvary (Luke 
xxlll., 3S). There at 9 o’clock In the 
morning (Mark xv., 25), the Son of God 
was nailed to the crosa (Verse 18). 

THE TITLE—All the evangelists 
agree that a superscription w'bb placed 
over the head of Jesus (verse 19). but 
they do not agree concerning the lan¬ 
guage. In our lesson we have **Jesus 
of Nasareth, King of the Jews^*' The 
first gospel omits "of Nazareth'* and 
prefixes the w'orda "This la" (Matt 
xxvll: 87), while the second gospel is 
stlU briefer. (Mark xv: 26.) The es^ 
sentlal part "King of the Jew’s** ap¬ 
pears In aJl. The writing was by order 
of Pilate and made b^ore the cross 
W'oa lifted to the upright position, it be¬ 
ing customary to announce the offense 
of a criminal. The words were In He¬ 
brew, the language of the church: and 
In Greek, the language of the acholars; 
and In Latin, the language of the Gov¬ 
ernment (verse 20.) It w’as a plain an¬ 
nouncement to all classes of the charge 
brought against Jesus (L^{ce xxlll: Z), 
by those who had xuralgned Him be¬ 
fore Pilate. The title was eminently 
llroper. The chief priests and the Ro¬ 
man ruler had combined w’lthout In¬ 
tending to do BO, to do Justice to tho 
Incooent 

THE REQUEST.—There have been 
many conjectures concerning the motive 
that prompted FlUte to place this title 
over Jesus. Sotne have thought that he 
was Influenced by the spirit of God, 
tihat he was convinced of the exalte 1 
character of Jesim, aa the result of his 
Interview with Him (a very reasona¬ 
ble supposition), wrhlle others think that 
be Intended to rebuke the Jewish people 
for their matloe. Whatever hla purpose 
the words W’ere highly offensive to the 
chief prlesta The place was so con¬ 
spicuous, being frequen4ed by many 
who passed on their w’ay to and from 
the city (verse 20). that an effort was 
made to change the language (verse 21). 
They w*ould have It appear that Jesus 
died because He claimed to be the 
King of the Jewi^ a punishment justly 
meted out to a pretender. But Pilate 
had at least reached a state of mind 
from which he could not be moved. 
Disgusted with the Jealousy and hatred 
of his bigoted subjects he replied that 
the words must remain as he had W'rlt- 
ten them. (Verse 22). 

THE RAIMENT.—Jesus was nailed 
to the cross naked. Hla raiment. His 
only worldly possession, according to 
custom, became property of tho execu- 
tlonera There was first a division Into 
four parts of such garments as were 
of nearly the same value—the head 
gear, tho outer cloak, the glrdlo and 
the sandals. Verse 28.) Besides these 
was the seamless-woven Inner gar¬ 
ment, by far the most valuable of all. 
for w’hlch, 08 It could not be divided 
without being deatroyed. Its disposition 
was determined by lot. (Verso 24.) By 


comparison (Matt, xx^il., 86) It will be 
seen that John’s account of this occur¬ 
rence is more particular than the ac¬ 
count given by the other evangelists. 
(Mark xv.. 24.) He appears also to 
have reflected upon the strange spec¬ 
tacle, and ns he gased upon the scene 
tho words of the Psalmist came to his 
mind, predicting the desertion, the suf¬ 
ferings, and tlie contempt that should 
attend the Saviour even unto death. 
(Pnalin xxll., 18.) 

THE MOTHER.—It appears that five 
persons only of all those who had fol¬ 
lowed Jesus during his ministry re¬ 
mained near Him to the end. One of 
them was John, the beloved disciple, 
who had been In the place of the high 
priest and In the Judgment before Pi¬ 
late. The other four were women—the 
virgin mother, her sister, the wife of 
(Reopaa, and Maty Magdalene (verse 
25.) For a w hile they remained at a dis¬ 
tance (Mark xv: 40), unwilling to gas*' 
upon the shocking spectacle of the 
crucifixion. But later, as they stood 
under the cross. Jesus gave a most 
beautiful exhibition of his utter self 
forgetfulness and of his humane 
thoughtfulness of others. Addressing 
His mother, He committed her to the 
care of John as her eon (verse 26). and 
then turning to him. He said, "Behold 
thy mother." Immediately that disciple 
accepted his sacred charge, leading hci 
away, ns some of the church fathers 
think, from a spectacle which only tor¬ 
tured her soul with unavailing agony, 
to his own hdme In Jerusalem (verse 
27.) Of her after history w’e know' noth¬ 
ing, but It Is safe to assume that she 
was held In high esteem. 

THE THIRST.—John makes no refer¬ 
ence In his narrative to the mocking 
of the chief priests (Matt xxvll., 41-43), 
the ratling of the malefactors (Luke 
xxlll.. 39-43), and the Saviour’s cry un¬ 
der the consciousness that the father 
had forsaken Him. (Mark xv., 84). The 
omission might be accounted for by His 
supposed absence while assisting Mary. 
He returned, howe%'er, to describe the 
closing scene. For nearly six hours 
Jesus had been hsinglng on the cross, 
sinking slowly from depth to depth of 
unfathomable fojfferlng. No words of 
complaint had fallen from Hts Ups. But 
now. knowing that He had accompllsh»^d 
all that was required, and that the end 
was near (verse 28), He cried "I thirst.** 
This expression of the sufferer was the 
outcry of His humanity. Indicating that 
torment which Is most difficut of all for 
the human frame to bear, the most un- 
mlU^ted of the many sources of an¬ 
guish which were combined In this form 
of death. This single word of physical 
suffering showed that He did not sanc¬ 
tion stoicism. With some measure of 
sympathy a soldier offered Him some 
of the tough wlno to drink. (Verse 
29). 

THE END.—Having barely tainted the 
proffered drink. Jesus exclaimed. "It Is 
flnirtied" f\*erse 30). The work of hla 
life was done; the atonement for the 
world's sin was complete; the last mo¬ 
ment of suffering and of crwltf had 
packed. With a loud voice Ho cried, 
"Father, unto Thy hands I command 
My spirit" (Luke xxxlll., 46). "He 
bow'ed His head" upon His brvast and 
"gave up the ghoflL" Hla dearth was 
not altogether the result of crucifixion. 
He lay down his life (John x., IB). It 
was not taken from Him. At the time 
w’hen all things had been completed 
He withdrew from the body, leaving It 
hanging upon the croes. Then foll'>wed 
phenomena of a most startling charac¬ 
ter. mentioned only by the other evan¬ 
gelists, S3rmbollc of great truths. Th? 
earth quaked and the rocks were rent 
(Mall, xxvll., 61). and the veil of the 
temple was rent in twraln from top to 
bottom (Mark xv., 68). Nature phud- 
dered In token of sympathy with her 
Lord. 

REFLECTIONS—Dr. Kclm’s words 
may conclude our lesson: "The death 
of Christ appn>pi1ately closed His ca¬ 
reer. He^could censure, but that would 
not be to suffer. He could recant and 
descend from the cross, but that tvould 
be to repudiate His Messinntc claim. He 
suffered, and, though It wa^ against 
His nature. It w'ns Hla vocation. He 
suffered, purposing to atone by hla 
blood, sure of giving to Hla own the 
last promised freewill gift, knowing 
that It was only His body and not His 
soul that He was sacrificing, but that 
He would ascend from His cross to 
His ancient home. Such a combination 
of conviction, performance, vocation, 
destiny has ne%'eT before been com¬ 
bined. Mankind loves Him who thus 
died for It. Verily, nowhere In the 
world's history do»»s the enigma of 
Providence stand l^fore us In such gi¬ 
gantic proportions, and yet In such 
awful sublimity, as In the divine per¬ 
mission of the cruel death of the man 
at whose hands God received back a 
lost and ruined world.**

Hubbard had visited the Hudson Bay 
region, and that distant hunting ground 
of the mountaineer Indians, north of 
Lake St. John; but he seemed still to 
have heard the call of Kipling’s explor¬ 
er to "Something hidden • • • • be¬ 
hind the ranges." 

The rivers of that arctlo land are 
very swift and full of falls and rapids, 
forbidding 'all navigation except by ca¬ 
noes. Such a condition of course pre¬ 
vents the lrans];>ortation of sufficient 
food to sustain n party for any great 
length of time; It Is absolutely neces¬ 
sary to depend on supplies of game that 
may bo plentiful one year and poor the 
next, w'hlle the vegetation Is alw'nys 
scanty. Hubbard and Wallace wont 
forth during a lean year and so poor 
Hubbard had to pay with his 
life. The expedition has been 
criticised as foolhardy. as one 
which If successful xvould have been 
of little value to the world.

Seldom dt»e* a novel reader In this day 
find a book that Is totally different 
from any other which has been pub¬ 
lished, but tho5»e who read "The Club 
of Queer Trades" will be forced to ad¬ 
mit that the author, Gilbert K. Chw- 
lerton. has found a new theme and cre¬ 
ated a series of stories w'hich origi¬ 
nated entirely In his own mind. 

In Uie beginning, when one finds that 
the club membership Is composed of 
men who earn an actual living by per¬ 
forming something for others, that was 
never thought of or put Into practice 
before, one begins to puzzle one's brain 
to find W'hat these occupations are. As 
an Illustration, one man, who Insured 
men against having their trousers torn 
by mad dogs, was refused admission to 
the club because this Is only a variation 
of the Insurance business and Is not 
really a new business. This serves fur¬ 
ther to awaken a maddening curiosity 
In the reader, and the book of stories 
Is certain to be read. One of the oc¬ 
cupations which admits the Inventor 
to club membership Is that of a pro- 
fesMlonal detainer; a man w’ho for a 
consideration prevents a certain .per¬ 
son from keeping an appointment or

"Thc Orchid" Is a character study of 
a rarely beautiful woman w»ho In many 
w'ays Is a whole, original code of laws' 
to herself.

Concerning divorce. Prof. Adler says 
that the distinction betw'een the In¬ 
ducements leading to marriage and the 
ensuing obligation* are not sufflclently 
kept In mind. These obligations he 
enumerates. They concern life, physi¬ 
cal, mental, moral and spiritual; In 
other words they bind the pair to con¬ 
tribute one to the other perpetual bene¬ 
fits that will mold nnd perfect charac¬ 
ter. He advise# an all-perv'adlng spirit 
of accommodation and does not deem 
Incompatibility In a general sense 
ground for divorce. Even lnebri<'ty Is 
not suffleJent cause. Often the respite 
of a short separation will effect recon¬ 
ciliation and correct misunderstand¬ 
ings. In short, his position Is "separa¬ 
tion, but never divorce."

let. The menace, however, to health Is 
Buch that with the yellow fever at 
Manama the quarantine cannot safely 
be dispensed with, but It would be well 
'worth investigation whether It could 
^ot be maintained with equal'security 
!)to health without such long detention 
of ve^els and high port and sanitary 
tees. Complaint has been made that 
the charges for inspection and fumiga¬ 
tion are excessive and unreasonable; 
and that in this respect, as well as the 
gierlod of detention In quarantine, they 
are more onerous than In other Gulf 
ports. This tends to deter the vessels 
of other nations from coming to New 
Orleans, and to that extent restricts 
the possibilities of trade. There can be 
little commerce under these conditions, 
as In limiting the number of vessels 
available freight charges will be high 
er, and. besides, transportation facll 
Itles being less prompt and more un¬ 
certain, trade which w'ould otherwise 
come to the city will seek New York 
or other cities affording better advan¬ 
tages. 

This condition. If continued, will be 
far-reaching In Its effects upon New 
Orleans and other Gulf porta laboring 
under similar embarrassments. It will 
not only exclude them from their rel¬ 
ative share of trade growing out of 
the work being prosecuted on the 
Isthmus during the months in which 
the Introduction of yellow fever Is ap- 
jircbended, but forebodes greater or 
li’?s exclusion at other periods. Tho 
Government contracts for material nec- 
e*»sar>' for the work on the canal will 
be made chiefly, If not exclusively, for 
delivery from New York, because with 
unobstructed freight facilities this can 
be done more cheaply and expeditiously 
than from New Orleans, the only other 
port except San Francisco at which 
bids can be received and shipments 
made. Once the trade becomes estab¬ 
lished it will be more and more diffi¬ 
cult to divert It.

There w’ere In all 12,016 shares in the 
Shelby Railroad Company. Of this num¬ 
ber the Louisville and Nashville com- 
l>any acquired 11,864 shares. leaving 153 
shares out in other hands. It then sold 
the rood to the LouUvllle and Nashville 
company for the sum of $162,000. The 
minority strjckholders sued to have the 
sale sot aside for Inadequacy of cona.d- 
erailon and w'ont of notice. The court 
below' entered iudgment as prayed in 
the petition, and the Louisville and 
Nashville company prosecuted an ap¬ 
peal. 


Ruling On Charter Provision. 


The court here. In considering the 
charter provision of 1354 and the amend¬ 
ment of 1869, says the repeal of the 
provision by the amendment. If at all. 
was only by Implication, and It la a 
well-settled principle of statutory con¬ 
struction that Burih repeals are not fa¬ 
vored by the courts; that the amend¬ 
ment of 1869 did not abrogate the gen¬ 
eral working rule of the cori>oratlon 
from 1861 to 1H69. evidenced In several 
of the provisions of the charter, and 
that a majority in value of Its stock 
should control In all matters of sale. 

The decision Is a decided victory for 
the Louisville and Nashville Company, 
the reversal of the lower court judg¬ 
ment remanding tlie case to the Chan¬ 
cellor to look Into the contract of sole 
and determine whether the sale price 
Is adequate. The court says that es¬ 
pecially In the matter of transportation 
corporations, the few minority stock¬ 
holders of a branch line should not be 
allow'ed to block Its progress and de¬ 
velopment of the country by refusal 
to join with a larger trunk line.

The papers were 
served by Coroner Starr on Sheriff Mor¬ 
ris, who 1 b directed to bring the de¬ 
fendant Into court on the date desig¬ 
nated, when the evidence will be heard 
and the question of admitting Mr. 
Sutherlln to ball, pending the action of 
the next grand Jury, will be determined 
by Judge Utz. It was hardly thought 
In New Albany that a writ of habeas 
corpus would be applied for, as the 
bearing of the proceedings would com¬ 
pel the attorneys for the defense to, 
show In part the e\idence upon which 
they rolled to acquit their client.

John T. Macauley will leave at 6:30 
o’clock this evening for Washington, 
D. C.. where on Tuesday h*e will at¬ 
tend at Arlington National cemetery 
the dedication of a monument to his 
brother, Oen. Daniel Macauley, w'ho 
was one of Indiana's most famous sol- 
dfers In the Civil War. Gen. Macauley 
was three times Mayor of Indiana's 
capital city. Of course Decoration day 
services will be observed at Arling¬ 
ton, but the dedication of the aiona- 
ment will be a distinctive feature. In¬ 
vitations have been sent over the coun¬ 
try to this event and many distin¬ 
guished men will be in attendance. 

Many of Gen. Macauley's old regi¬ 
ment will go from Indiana to be pres¬ 
ent on ihe occasion. The chief address 
will be dellv’ered by Gen. John C. 
Black, of Uie United States Civil Ser¬ 
vice Commission. A poem of eighteen 
verses has been w*rllten and will be 
reaxi by John A. Joyce, w'ho wrote 
“Laugh and tho World Laughs With 
You; Weep, and You Weep Alone,*’ 

'TThe plan to erect a monument to 
my brother.” said John T. Macauley, 
"w'as started Just a little over a year 
ago by several of his former Indiana 
associates, who now* hold positions in 
Washington. The monument Is of Ver¬ 
mont granite, six feet two Inches high, 
six feet wide and three feet thick. It 
Is located among a number of the most 
Imposing monuments that grace the 
famous national burying ground. It 
la only a few rods to tho right of the 
Robert E. Lee mansion, on the beauti¬ 
ful slope leading to the Potomac river. 
Not far from the monument la the 
grave of Oen. Henry W. Lawton. 
Within a stone's throw' Is the massive 
monument ov'er Gen. Phil Sheridan's 
grave. Other noted Generals He buried 
nearby. 

*Gen. Macauley was bom In New 
York City In 1839, and was educated in 
tho public schools of Buffalo, N. Y. 
In 1860 he went to Indianapolis and 
engaged at. his trade of bookbinder 
When the first call for volunteers came 
he enlisted as a private. His prornp- 
ilon was rapid. When he was tw'enty- 
four years of age he w'rb breveted a 
Brigadier General on the recommenda¬ 
tion of Gens. Grant and Sheridan for 
gallant services at the battle of Cedar 
Creek. At the close of the war he re< 
turned to Indianapolis, where at the 
age of twenty-eight years he was 
elected Mayor of the city. Twice he 
was re-elected. He was chief of the 
appointment, division of the Treasury 
Department under Harrison’s Admin¬ 
istration. He died July 6. 1894. while 
on a business trip to Nicaragua.*’

Profit alio chaf«(td 
623 for nursing Gilbert twenty-three 
days before he took to hla bed, 626 for 
nursing him eighteen days after he 
took his bed, including the two days 
h« lay a corpse, twenty-five cents per 
meal for 200 meals he furnished rela¬ 
tives whilt* he tvaa 111. He also rharged 
for eeventy horse feeds at ten cents 
each during elrknpss and burial. The 
jury gave the administrator judgment 
against Profit for |t».cO, after making 
due setoffs for the counter claim.

GKEAT ACTIVITY IN IRON AND 
STEEL INDUSTRY. 


RETAIL TRADE IMPROVING. 


New York, May 26.—R. O. Dun Sc Co.s' 
weekly review of trade to-morrow will 
say; 

Improvement Is report* m 3 In retail trade, 
although weather conditions ore still far 
from Ideal and excessive rain retards as* 
rlcultural progress tufflclently to cause 
conservatism among dealers, yet confi¬ 
dence In the future Is the prevnl.lng s n- 
tlment, and leading 6ty goods jobbers ore 
unanimous in anticipating a loige fad 
trade. Manufacturing plants are busy, es¬ 
pecially In heavy steel lines, except where 
usual repairs are being made or ae.'ison 
able closing Is necessitated. Shoe fac¬ 
tories find difficulty In siartlng work on 
fall footw*ear owing to numerous supple 
menlory spring orders, and there Is little 
Idle machinery In teoctt'.e lines which fetl 
the Impetus of advancing raw materials. 
Building operations moke favorable com¬ 
parisons w'ith recent j'eara and there I* 
little controversy regarding wages or 
hotirs of labor. Foreign conunerce at th s 
port for the last week ehows little change 
fn comparison with the same period a yvar 
ago, exports decreasing 6221,7^. wh 1e im- 
V>orts gained irAj.965. Railroad earnings 
thus far reported for may exceed those of 
a year ago by 8 per cent., and after fa I- 
Ing to the !oa*eet point of the year, prices 
of securities recovered materially. Money 
Is abundant and easy and commercl*ii 
paj'ments are more prompt in most sec¬ 
tions of the countrj'* 

In the Iron and steel Industry there U 
great activity on old orders and general 
confidence In a vigorous demand during 
the second half of the year, but cut rent 
buying Is extremely light except ih a few 
depaxtmenta Honco the mills and ftir- 
naces are more active than the markets 
just now. which explains the apparent 
contradiction of reports. In steel ralis 
and other railway supplies and heavy 
lines for buildings and bridges It Is often 
Impossible to secure shlpmems with suf* 
ficlent promptness, while pipe and tube 
mills have orders well ahead, but tn some 
other divisions the situation Is tree sat¬ 
isfactory and more effort Is being made 
to securo foreign trade. Coke follows ihs 
quiet tendency of piff Iron, ovens closing 
os stocks accumulate 

No diminution of strength Is noted In 
raw’ wool, and the mills are also corre¬ 
spondingly firm In their views. Worsteds 
continue tn greatest fovor, but wooler.s 
ore not far behind. Tanners l»ave ex¬ 
hibited no Intereot In the Chicago hide 
market during the post w^ee4(. and as a 
nalurai reeult quotations show a down¬ 
ward tendency.

Of Commerdal Conditions Through¬ 
out the United States. 

New York. May 26.—Bradstreet's to-mor¬ 
row will soy: Wholesale trade Is season¬ 
ably quiet pending a clearer view of 
crop outturn, which, ow*lng to tho Irreg¬ 
ular or unsettled weather In wide areas 
still lacks definite forms. Cool weather 
Is still a iHir to fullest activity at re¬ 
tail. Manufacturing activity Is still in 
large volume on orders previously booked. 
Specula live markets for wheat reflect 
technical conditions and short supplies 
In prlmar>' markets more clearly than 
they do. the slight deterioration. In quan¬ 
tity and quality indicated as resulting 
from recent backwanl weather, which 
has also been used as a lever to aff*"ct 
com and cotton. Collections reflect Utllo 
more than seasonable slowness and money 
Is easy and In abundant supply. Rather 
more friction In lal>or matters U noted 
In Chicago, the expected ending of the 
teamsters' strike being delayed. 

Borne further points of labor friction 
are noted In other cities. There Is still 
abundant evidence that the countr>*’s con¬ 
sumptive re<iulrements are on a largo 
scale, heavily exceeding a year ago at 
this time, and the movement can be ro*a- 
terlally quIck^'-n^Hl hy more seasonable 
weather, allowing of belated retail buy¬ 
ing mnterlallxlng and ordinary cr<*p de¬ 
velopments occurring Railway earnings 
for the first half of May exceed a year 
ago by 6.5 per cent. 

Diverse conditions rule In two great 
divisions of the textile trades. The c«>t- 
ton trade, after two years of depression 
and unsettlement, due to Irregular or very 
high prices. Is experiencing a revival. 
Woolen goods, on the other hand, are be¬ 
ginning to feel tho Influence of the great 
.advance In raw material, and whll^ pop¬ 
ular tines of goods are selling well, others 
find the margin of profit between the raw 
and finished a narrow one. Higher prices 
for woolens seem assured If the present 
prices for raw material hold.

SURPLUS PIG IRON STOCKS AND 
THE SCARE IN WALL STREET. 


Considering surplus pig-lron stocks In th« 
United Sutas and their relation to consump¬ 
tion and production—entirely apart from tha 
Wall-street speculative point of view—tha ra- 
cent outcry looks rhllculnu*. The halting 
tendency of tha plg-lron market followed a 
four months* period In which production warn 
mt tho highest point aver reached In that pe¬ 
riod of the year, while consumption kepi 
ahead of output three months out of the f jur. 
T*he tncrcoss of 17.000 tons production over 
consumption tn the fourth month was mails 
In a four weeks* period when the total con¬ 
sumption of pig Iron in the United States ap¬ 
proximated 2,000.000 tons, or about 76.154 
tons for each of th* twenty-six working days. 
On this basts ths surplus of X7.000 tons ptlei 
up in April Is equivalent to about six hours* 
supply for the whole country- 

*rhe question of surplus stocks of pig In n 
has always bean a bugbear In this country, it 
has been minimised to some extent within the 
last three years by the exploitation of the plg- 
lron storage warrant plan atul tha Inauguratlm 
of a plg-lron carilflcata rparket upon the Frew 
dues Exchange. But whenever It tn shown that 
the furnaces ore making more Iron than Is 
being consumed other facts go for naught and 
lhs speculative element renews onslaughts 
upon Iron and steel stocks.

Transactions were of no signlAnance both by 
reason of their small volume and the trifling 
ifTeol on price*. The market woe relieved from 
pressure, but only a languid demand shosred 
fia^lf tor stocks. The upening decllnea. how- 
< ' ef, Were vary generally rcooverad and soma 
#;»'ns established. The strength of Ontario 
a'' 1 Western was a sustaining force for ths 
tvhole rnarkeL This slock waa In active do- 
fxiand for I^don Os well aa from local sources. 
It was nimorad again that the Now York 
Central and ths Hew York. Hed Haven and 
Hsrtf<ird had agreed upon terms for a joint 
guarantee of a dividend as the terms of a lease 
gf the property. The rise of a point In How 
Tork Central and 2% in HeW York. New 
Haven and Hartford wer* pointed to as eon- 
brmation of thlf report and Erls roas a point 
In sympathy. 

The selling at the opening was based Im¬ 
mediately upon professional doubts as to ths 
•xtent of the settlement affected in the North- 
western railroad disptite. Ths drop of B 
|>olnta in Great Horthem preferred and of 
In Horthem Pacific were pointed to as evi¬ 
dence tit the continued unaettirment of the 
pltuatlon. The United States Steel stocks also 
Were a weight upon the market, and' th’e dis¬ 
ruption of the steel rail pool was the subject 
of much discussion os bearing on tho trade 
gituation.

It la felt to be proh- 
gble that recimt disclosures of banking opora- 
tlona. resulting In the ae^dlsltloo of onfnrtu- 
bate holdings, baa had the effect of stimulating 
to a closer scrutiny of security and collateral 
on the part of flnanctal Institutions all over 
tha country. Werther reports from tha regions 
pf the grain crops wer* mor* favordhte. but 
gomo anxiety was reported regarding cotton- 
prop condltlcms. Currency movemmt* Indl- 
pate a alight gain In cash by the banks, but 
the week's loan changes are likely to prove 
targe. Th* extreme #*•* of tlie money mark<«t, 
bowever. procludo* any great attention to ths 
bank statefnenL 

Ttf special weaknesa of com products was 
flue to fears o\*cr the dividend on ths pro- 
f#*rred stock. CondUlons were stagnant and 
the market was Idle during the afternoon, but 
Hic ton# at the closing was strong.

MATOR’S SIGMTDRE 


PLACED ON ORDINANCE TOR 
O’DONNELL & CO.’S SWITCH. 


Protest Had Been Made Against It— 
Oak Street Tunnel Committee 
Postpones Meeting. 


Mayor Grainger yesterday signed the 
^ordinance granting to the Kentucky 
and Indiana Bridge and Railroad Com¬ 
pany the right to construct a switch 
from Thinleth street and Rudd ave¬ 
nue, across Missouri avenue and Thirty- 
third street to the coal yard of O’Don¬ 
nell A protest was made by property 
owners In that section of the city 
against the switch and the Mayor held 
up the ordinance until he oould look 
Into the facts further. He also heard 
oral arguments against the switch 
from those Interested who claimed that 
It would result In lnjur>' to their prop¬ 
erty and endanger lives of persons liv¬ 
ing along the route. The Mayor de¬ 
termined. after a careful Investigation, 
that the switch will be a benefit to 
trade and commerce and would not In¬ 
jure the complainants. The ordinance 
was passed by both boards of the Gen¬ 
eral Council without objection being 
made by any one.

Committee Meeting Postponed. 


The committee which has In charge 
the plans for the construction of a tun¬ 
nel under the railroad tracks on Oak 
street, at Ninth street, held no meet¬ 
ing yesterday because of the unavoid¬ 
able absence of Dr. R. B. Gilbert, the 
chairman. It was also desired to have 
Mayor Grainger present, and he could 
not be there yesterday. The meeting 
was for the purpose of perfecting the 
plana for the tunnel. J. B. F. Breed, 
the City Engineer, has completed his 
drawings of the' plan for the tunnel 
and roadway, and this will be adopted 
by all parties concerned as being the 
best that has been proposed.

George Cardwell, colored, charged 
with cutting Patrolman Ed McGrath on 
the head March 27. was dismissed on 
peremptory Instructions in the Crim¬ 
inal Court by Judge Pryor yesterday.

The attendance at the free Public 
Library since its opening reveals grat¬ 
ifying Interest on the part of the peo¬ 
ple of the city.
